Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Although the prior art references of record show some similar features of 
applicant's claimed invention, they fail to show a sliding screen door comprising a net 
being folded at parallel fold lines having a flexible net guide that moves into a frame 
member and is attached to the net wherein the net guide has a rising wall with an inner 
face concave groove and an outer face concave groove having different heights and a 
net holding member engages the concave grooves and extends from a tip end portion 
of the rising wall. The references disclose a net with holding member, but there is no 
teaching of a net guide having a rising wall with an inner face and outer face concave 
groove at different heights wherein the net member engages the grooves and extends 
from a tip end of a rising wall. The examiner can find no proper motivation to combine 
the references of record to produce applicant's claimed device.
